trol of food supplies in this country 
if the nation and its allies are to get 
the moot from the food supplies on 
hand and those to be harvested, ac- 
cording to Herbert C. Hoover, ap- 
pointed Saturday food controller for 
America. Mr. Hoover in announcing 
his policy, declared that he believed 
the exercise of the 
full authority 


would not be necessary except "in 
a few cages where some small 
and 


selfish minority proves unwilling to 
put the Jiation'g interests above ad- 
vantage." - - 


President Wilson, in announcing 


Hoover's appointment, declared the 
powers he had asked for, were no 
greater than the occasion required. 
His statement follows. 


"It is very desirable, in order to 


prevent misunderstanding or alarms 
and to assure co-operation in a vital 
matter, that th'e country should un- 
derstand exactly the scope and pur- 
pose of the very great powers which 
I have thought it necessary in the 
circumstances to ask the Congress 
to put in my hands with regard to 
our food supplies. These powers are 
very great, indeed, but they are no 
greater than it has proved necessary 
to lodge in the other governments 
which are conducting this moment- 
ous war, and their object is stimu- 
lation and conservation, not 
arbi- 


trary restraint or injurious interfer- 
ence with the normal processes of 
production 
They are intended to

Heat In not a bubslancc. it is 


tho vibration of the molecules comjpos- 
Ing the material heated. Every mate- 
rial is made up of molecules, and ew/n 
molecule ia composed of atoms. Mole- 
cules of mutter are held togctlicr by a 
force called "cohesion." 


At absolute zero, colder yet than 


liquid air, or minus 270 degrees, all 
molecules me at rest. As the temper- 
ature rises tho molecules begin to move 
to and fro. The higher the temperature 
Is raised the further and faster swing 
the molecules. 


Molecules tire so minute that there 


arc about one sextlllion of them in a 
cubic inch of air. These at freezing! 
temperature oscillate back and forth 
at the rate of 1,470 feet a second. The 
average length of their path between 
oscillations is about one two hundred 
and seventy-seven thousandth of an 
inch. Each comes Into collision with 
its fellows about 5,000,000 times a sec- 
ond.

v Hot Weather Hair Grooming.

and left to dry. curling the hair as 
it dries without the aid of crimpers. 
It is made as follows: Potassium of 
carbonate. 120 grains; ammonia wa- 
ter, one fluid dram; alcohol twelve 
drams; rosewater enough to 
make 


sixteen 
fluid 
ounces.

moisten the hair, adjust it loosely 
and allow it to dry.
